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An Irish Soldier of Spain 


When will we have an Irish Dictionary 
of Biography? Lacking such a work, we 
let our anniversaries slip by uncelebrated. 
The second centenary of the birth of a 
remarkable Irish soldier falls during 1935, 
I think. Count Alexander O'Reilly, born 
in Íreland, went to Spain to serve; he 
was jwounded in Italy and limped for the 
rest |of his life. He served Austria and 
France in -turn, and again entered the 
Spanish service, when, at Madrid, he 
saved the life of King Charles III. As 
General O'Reilly, he was sent to America 
in 1769, to enforce Spanish rule in 
Louisiana, a region which the harasse 
French had ceded to the Spanish Crown. 
The colonists were resisting Spain; but, 
such; was O’Reilly’s name for severity, no 
sooner had he arriyed at the mouth of the 
Mississippi than the rebel leaders hastened 
to announce their submission to the Irish- 
Spanish Governor, and to erave clemency. 
O'Reilly received the committee: of str- 
render on the deck of his flagship, pro- 
misetl them a just t#ial, ‘and invited then 
to dine. At New Orleahs) he flung 


Spanish warriors went ashore. ‘Three days 
later the Irishman arrested the rebels ; 
their courtmartial lasted two months, and 
five were condemned and shot.

Ladybirds, aphides, 
butterflies, beetles, and spiders are among 
those insects with a colossal migratory 
iristinct. Scarce a yar ago, if I remember 
arighit, a swarm of immense spiders, appa- 
rently of the '' wolf ” species, invaded a 
South American town, where they caused 
many casualties. and even a few deaths.

Ghree Wells ; 


Any Survey map of County Wicklow, 
even the ‘‘reduced Survey,” so — 
with motorists and cyclists, shows a black 
dot marked Three Wells high in the hilly 
district between Aughrim and Glenmatlure. 
With a feeling of doubt as to whether the 
place would live up to its name or turn 
out to be something quite different, as is 
the manner of places whose original Gaelic 
names have become distorted, a visitor to 
the Jocality climbed in search of the Three 
Wells—and found them. Among a small 
group of cottages on a high ridge of the 
hills. beside the ruins of a church, the 
wells lie in a row, divided by low stone 
walls that are covered at this time of year 
by growing things, and backed by a higher 
wall with bushes and small trees in its 
crevices. No-one for miles around seemed 
to know anything whatever about the 
Three Wells, except that they were blessed 
some twenty years ago, and that one of 
them still held the solitary trout in which 
such wells seem to specialise up and down 
the country. In Ireland blessed wells are 
not uncommon, but it must be unusual to 
see three of them in a row. 


Some Firice Problems 


In a remote valley in County Wicklow 
rabbits are now increasing at a rate that 
is making the few tillage farmers wonder 
if there is múch use in sowing anything. 
A local man, who decided to go in fot 
trapping on a small scale, complained to 
a visitor that the price paid to him by a 
travelling buyer was. half-a-crown for 
thirty rabbits, or one penny each... When 
he heard that. ‘‘ Wicklow rabbits’’ were on 
sale in Dublin shops at tenpence, and 
even a shilling,-he had a good deal to say. 
In a shop in the nearest village the best 
country butter is sold at minepence per 
pound, which means that, the original 
seller cannot have got more than seven- 
pence for the same quantity. .Why the 
price should have soared to one and five- 
pence by the time the butter gets to Dublin 
is not easy to understand.

Tourist Trophy races ceased this year to 
do so “after very careful t t and 
weighing up of the trade and public 
interest shown in the T.T. races 
generally.”’ 

It is important that trade and public 
interest should be re-awakened, for these 
Isle of Man races are one of the greatest 
sporting fixtures in the world. ; 

Up to half-an-hour before the start of 
the County Down Trophy race I was 
Jistening in my hotel in Bangor to a 
broadcast description of the Senior T.T. 
race, and with the aid of the wireless it 
was possible to capture something of the 
atmosphere and excitement. When I had 
to leave to get to the start of the car race 
another man, well known in Dublin motor 
cycle and car sport, refused to come away 
from the radio. ‘‘ This is better than anv 
car racing,’’ he said. . 

Many of our short distance Irish road 
races are more spectacular than the T.T. 
The Ulster Grand Prix usually is more 
exciting. But the T.T. has‘an atmusphere 
all its own. It is the world’s most im- 
portant motor cycle meeting. 


Without Woods? 


have won the 

Senior race without Stanley Woods? 
There has been many an argument about 
that question in the last week. It is im- 
possible to be certain. If Guthrie had 
known that Woods would not refuel at the 
start of the last lap might he not have 
gone a littie faster and prevented that 
four seconds’ win? 

Stanley Woods is undoubtedly the 
greatest motor cycle racing man in the 
world—probably the greatest there ever 
has been. There seems, however, to have 
been tactics as -well as racing in the 
scoring of the Guzzi victory. When the 
Guzzi could travel as fast as Woods made 
it go in the last lap, why did he allow 
himself to wet as far as 52 seconds in 
arrears ? 

I am told that Woods knew from the 
start of the race that he could, and would, 
win. Nevertheless, I cannot believe that 
he was “ playing with the Nortons.” His 
last lap at 86.53 m.p.h. was abnormal, yet 
he won by only four seconds. A normally 
fast lap.and he would have lost. 
Stanley Woods has never yet been accused 
of foolishness, and it would have been 
folly to rely upon making up thirty 
gay on a man like Guthrie in the last 
ap. |

UZZIS deserve their success. They 
have been trying hard in the Isle 
of Man since 1926. No other foreign firm 
has supported the T.T. so consistently. 

No man wits a Tourist Trophy Race on 
his first appearance on the isle of Man 
course, yet Ghersi almost did it when he 
and the Moto Guzzi mc thei. début in 
the Light-weight Race of 1926. He 
smashed the lap record, and led for most 
of the race, falling to second place when 
he refnelled at the start of the final 
circuit. 

Then followed the famous plug incident. 
T.T. records do not give Ghersi as finish- 
ing second in 1926, because he was ex- 
cluded from the awards. The reason was 
that he had specified the use of one make 
of plug in his entry, ,and used a different 
make in the race. 

The regulation requiring competitors to 
specify the equipment they would use had 
been introduced, only that year. Its object 
was to prevent riders from undertaking 
to use one make of accessory, and then, 
on the eve of the race, changing to another 
because a bigger bonus had been offered 
by the agent for the second. Ghersi speci- 
fied an English plug, but used one of 
Italian manufacture. 

His exclusion: caused a great sensation 
at the time, and many Irish motor cyclists 
in the Isle of Man quite wrongly sided 
with the Italians in a demonstration on 
the night after the race. Ghersi rode in 
the Senior race two days later, was fourth 
at the end of the first lap, and retired in 
the third. 
| Guaais engaged Johnston to ride their 
machines, but he never was very success- 
ful with them. In 1927, however, Gumis. 
were second and fifth in the weight, 
the riders being L. Archangeli 
a mu to famous car drivers. 
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O many abnormal claims are made for 
Irishmen and Ireland that few take 
seriously a genuine statement of Irish 
sipremacy in any field. I am not exagge- 
rating the tiniest little bit when I say 
that Irish racing motor cyclists are easily 
the world’s best. i 

In the recent T.T. races Irish riders 
were first, third and eleventh in the Senior 
race; second and tenth in the Junior; 
first, second, sixth and eighth. in the 
Light-weight. A handful of men—seven, 
to be exact—won all these places. They 
were competing against the best riders of 
Britain, and Britain is second to Ireland, 
in the field of motor cycle racing. 

If a list were to be made of the world’s 
twelve greatest riders Ireland would have 
at least four men in that dozen—Stanley 
Woods, Walter Rusk, C. H. W. Manders 
and H. G. Tyrell Smith. There are a few 
dozens of others, some of whom. have never 
had a chance in the T.T. races, who are 
just outside the ranks of the “' top- 
notchers.’” 


Grand Prix 


TANLEY WOODS’S next big race in 
Ireland will be in the Ulster Grand) 
Prix (Grand Prix of, Europe), which 1s 
to be held on 24th August. In that race 
he will ride the Mote Guzzi. . 

The Grand Prix lap record stands at 
92.13 miles per hour. It is a much faster 
course than the Isle of Man circuit. What 
lap s will Woods be able to do next 
month? A machine which can do 86.53 
m.p.h. in the island should be capable of 
at least 94 m.p.h. in Ulster. 

One fact stands out. The Gr.nd Prix 
course is going to be lapped in a few 
years’ time at 100 m.p.h. A little easing 
of the corners here and there, a slight im- 
provement in the road surface, about 5 
m.p.h. on to the all out speed of the 
machines, and then . . . what a great 
day for the Clady course! 

In the Continental races which come 
before the U.G.P. Woods will be riding 
New Imperials, A.J.S.’s, and Velocettes, 
and possibly he will make his first racing 
appearance with the Austin car.

LIMERICK, Sunday. 


When President de Valera rose to 
address a public meeting here to-day, he 
observed that some of the speakers who 
preceded him had become irritated because 
there was a certain amount of interrup 
tions. . 

I shall not be irritated, he said, because 
the more I hear people shout ‘‘ Up, the 
Republic ’’-the better I am pleased. My 
only anxiety is that they should not be 
content merely with shouting, but they 
should use their brains and abilities to 
see how. best we can get it in the quickest 
possible way, and if anyone has a pro- 
gramme that will secure a Republic for 
the twenty-six counties or the thirty-two 
counties they can put it to the people, 
and I.am sure the majority of the people 
will support them. But the trouble. is 


pointing’ out an objectir and making a 
plan by which the objective can be reached. 


We must not merely have an objective in | 


sight, but we Tiave also to show the people 
the way in which they will be able, with 
their strength, to secure it. We have to 
proceed towards the goal in a way that 
will enable us tó pet the support of the 
whole people.

HE strike in the Appalachian coal- 
fields, which had been called for 
midnight to-night, and would have 
affected 413,000 miners, the members of 
6,000 unions in 28 States, has been post- 
‘poned for a month. Nevertheless, the 
problem is by no means solved, empha- 
sised Mr; John Lewis, president of the 
United Mine AVorkers’ Association. 
Mr. Dun Kennedy, spokesman for 
the se Aer ea producers, said that, 
while he had no authority to state the 
producers’ intentions, he expected that, 
since they had already twice extended the 
present working agreement, they would 
do so again. The producers are, how- 
ever, reported. to be not entirely averse 
from a strike, since they have mined 
large amounts of coal recently, and could 
afford a period of inactivity. 
The producers. admit that the failure 
to agree to a contract is traceable more 
to internal differences among themselves 
than to the demands of the miners. 
Mr. John Lewis has emphasised that 
the United Mine Workers are solvent, 
and able to meet/jyhe situation for any 
length of time should a trike ultimately 
be called.

WENTY persons have been killed in 
motor. coach accidents, seven in Ital 
and thirteen in Morocco. Other roa 
fatalities are reported from various parts 
of Ireland and England. 
The Italian accident (says Reuter’s 
Turin Correspondent) occurred on Satur- 
day, when a motor coach and _ trailer, 
packed with boys on a school outing, 
crashed over a cliff at Casale Monferrato. 
Five of the dead are schoolboys, and four 
of the 120 injured boys are in a serious 
condition. 

Two hundred and fifty boys from a 
Catholic college in Turin were on the out- 
ing. All were accommodated in a motor 
coach and trailer. Both vehicles are 
alleged to have been overcrowded. Boys 
were standing and squatting in them 
wherever they could find room. 

As the motor coach approached a 
difficult corner of the road ‘the driver en- 
deavoured to apply his brakes, but found 
they were et. to hold the heavy weight 
of the two vehicles. The motor coach was 
unable to take the corner and fell thirty 
feet over the edge of the cliff. 

Many of the boys had bottles of ginger 
beer and lemonade, and the impact caused 
the bottles to explode. The flying glass 
accounted for many of the casualties.

TOR YO, Sunday, 
“T HE death-roll of the tremendous floods 

in Central Japan, which followed 24 
hours of torrential rain, 1s still mounting, 
It. is now believed that 72 persons have 


lost their lives in the floods, 68 have 
received serious injfirics, and 12 are 
missing. 


The full violetice ot the flood waters was 
felt in the picturesque town of Kyoto, in 
which damage estimated at 20,000,000 ven 
(over £1,000,000) wus done. Fifty thou- 


\sand houses aro flooded in Kroto and 


20,000 persons are homeless. Seventeen 
hundred children in a school which threat« 
ened to collapse there had to be hurriedly 
removed in ‘lorries. 


Army sappers were sent oui in boats - 


from Kyoto te rescue persons marooned in 
their houses in outlying districts. 
Sixty-two bridges, several of which are 
of great historic interest, have been washed 
away by the floods. Thirty-scven of them 
are in Kyots alone. 
' Four persons are roported acaa and ten 
injured in Osaka as a result of the foods. 
Many victims % the floods have perished 
in the surroungjaz towns and prefectures. 
In Osaka 75, i Louses, mainly in the 
industrial areak have ‘been inundated. 
Fourteen bridges in Osaka haro Seen 
washed away. Troops have been called 
out to assist in mainioining the food 
embankments and to help in rescue work. 
A huge reservoir at Nishinomiya burst 
and fifteen thousand houses were flooded, 
while ‘enormous siltace caused havoc 
throughout the city. At Kobe mains were 
smashed near. the reservoirs and the city 
is waterless in the midst of the- floods.

To decide whether or not the cyclists affili- 
ated to the National Athletic and Cycling 
Association (Ireland) would adopt the same © 
attitude as the athletes affiliated thereto on 
the question of the territorial control to be 
exercised by the Association, a special con- 
vention of the Central Cycling Council was » 
cg in Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, last Saturday 
night. 

A resolution was passed by a majority of 
135 votes against 7, three delegates not. vot 
ing. in favour of all-Irelap4-control. 

Ír. J. J, Sweeney, i resident of the Cen. 
tral Cycling Council, presided. 

There were two recommendations on the 
agenda: the one from the Central Cycling 
Council, to claim all-Ireland control of cycling 
and to support the decision of the last con- 
gress on the international question; and the 
other, from the County Dublin Cycling Board, 
to accept the international policy of the Ath- 
letie Congress, on condition that the cyclists 
were assured proportionate representation at 
the annual congress of the association. 


AN AMENDMENT 


Mr. M. J. Byrne (Chairman of the County “"' 
Dublin Board) proposed that the convention 


should agree with the decision of the National 


Congress, claiming all-Ireland control, arrived 
at on Std February last. 

Mr. J. P. Sheehan (Cork) seconded the 
motion ; 

Mr. Soady (Dublin) said that there did not 
seem to be any difference between the two 
ecommend: ations on the agenda, except that “ 
in that from the County Dublin Cyéeling 
Board there was a condition that the cyclists 
were to be assured of proportionate repre- 
sentation at the annual congress of the as- 
sociation.
